Ell  mains  water  supplied  in  the  district  is  from  a  deep 
well  in  Horton  Road,  Yiewsley,  controlled  by  the  Rickmansworth 
and  Uxbridge  Valley  Water  Company.  The  water  is  examined 
regularly  and  is  uniformly  satisfactory  both  from  the  chemical 
and  bacterial  -point  of  view. 

Twelve  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  from  domestic 
supplies  during  the  year,  six  being  from  the  mains,  which 
were  all  satisfactory,  and  six  from  well  supplies,  and  these 
were  declared  safe  by  the  bacteriologist.

The  properties  in  Longford  mentioned  in  my  report  for 
1950  have  now  been  provided  with  mains  water  in  the  dwellings 
and  the  only  properties  now  relying  on  well  water  are  eight  on  the 
Moor  at  Harmondsworth  and  two  in  Little  Britain.  Ell  these 
properties  are  remote  from  any  services  and  are  of  a  type  that  will 
probably  be  demolished  within  the  next  ten  years. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

It  is  again  my  unfortunate  duty  to  report  that  the  village 
of  Longford  is  still  not  on  main  drainage,  although  I  understand 
a  scheme  for  this  work  has  been  prepared.  This  is  a  most 
unhappy  state  of  affairs  when  it  is  realised  that  Longford  is  on 
the  boundary  of  one  of  the  largest  and  most  modern  airports  in 
the  world  and  yet  only  has  nineteenth  century  sanitation. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  Middlesex  County  Council  and  the  Thames  Conservancy 
Board  are  responsible  for  all  water  courses  in  the  district  and 
during  the  year  under  review  have  carried  out  an  appreciable 
amount  of  maintenance  works  to  the  rivers  and  streams  under 
their  control.

(a)  Refuse  Collection:  .  •  ■  This  service 

operated  most  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  a  weekly 
service  was  maintained  except  for  the  holiday  periods. 

I  think  I  should  mention  that  a  large  amount  of  the  credit 
for  this  work  should  go  to  the  General  Foreman  in  charge 
of  this  work  and  to  the  men  employed  on  this  service, 
whose  job  is  far  from  pleasant  and  in  many  cases  is  made 
worse  by  un-cooperative  householders  placing  material 

in  the  dustbin  which  ought  to  have  been  destroyed,  by 
themsclvo s. 

It  is  most  important  in  these  days  of  full 
employment  and  consequent  shortage  of  manpower  that 
this  service  should  be  made  as  pleasant  as  possible, 
and  this  can  only  be  done  if  the  householder  uses  his 
dustbin  for  dry  refuse  only,  and  I  appeal  to  the  public 
to  help  In  this  matter. 

(b)  Refuse  Disposal:  Refuse 

disposal  is  by  means  of  controlled  tipping,  carried  out 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  "Controlled  Tipping" •  In  addition  to  the 'refuse 
oollcctcd  within  thr>  Urban  District  the  Department  is 
responsible  for  the  refuse  disposal  on  their  tip  of 
the  refuse  from  the  Boroughs  of  Brentford  and  Chiswick 
and  Ret  on,  and  during  the  year  under  review  35? 91 6  tons 
were  tipped. 

The  land  at  present  in  use  is  24  acres  on  the 
south  side  of  Horton  Lane,  which  will  provide  tipping 
space  until  early  1953*  It  is  now  imperative  that 
further  land  should  be  acquired  for  this  purpose. 

(c)  Salvage ;  In  conjunction 

with  the  tipping,  salvage  recovery  is  carried  out,  and  during 
the  year  salvage  to  the  value  of  38,521  was  recoveredsrand 
sold.  Unfortunately,  only  31625  was  credited  to  this 
.authority,  36,896  having  to  be  returned  to  Brentford-' 
and  Chiswick  and  Rcton  in  accordance  with  their 
contract  in  connection  with  refuse  disposal.

An  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  improve  the 
standard  of  hawkers  vehicles  and  it  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  all  registered  hawkers  have  hot  and  cold  water  on  their 
vehicles . 


Disinfection 

Disinfection,  when  required ,  is  carried  out  at  St.  Johnfs 
Hospital ,  Hillingdon. 

There  have  been  several  occasions  during  the  year  where 
it  has  been  necessary  to  arrange  for  the  disinfection  of  linen 
from  infected  aircraft  arriving  at  London  Lirport,  and  it  would 
be  much  more  convenient  if  the  disinfector  at  present  stored  at 
V/est  Drayton  Depot  was  installed  and  made  available. 

port  Sanitary  Administration 

The  work  involved  at  the  London  airport  in  connection 
with  environmental  hygiene  and  food  inspection  has  increased 
considerably  and  details  of  the  work  done  are  given  below. 

1 .  Food  Inspection 

Two  hundred  and  sixty  visiJ"  •  were  made  during  the  year 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  imported  food.  This  consists 
principally  of  meat  and  milk  products  but  in  addition  there  are 
numerous  other  types  of  food  in  varying  quantities. 

in  connection  with  this  I  should  be  remiss  if  I  did  not 
acknowledge  the  co-operation  of  the  Officers  of  H.Lh  Customs  and 
employees  of  the  airline  companies.

^  In  addition  to  i ood  inspection  ^ hi s  is  the  inspection  of 

food  preparing  establishments,  of  which  there  are  a  considerable 
number ,  varying  in  type  from  the  industrial  snack  bar  to  the 
luxurious  passenger  restaurant.  These  premises  have  not  always 
b^en  beyond  reproach,  but  due  to  regular  inspection  the  standard 
°5  hygiene  in  them  is  now  quite  good. 


.  Rodent  Control 


It  was  found  during  the  year  that  the  degree  of 
infestation  on  the  land  and  in  the  buildings  was  quite  high, 
and  after  representations  the  Ministry  of  Civil  aviation  agreed 
to  increase  their  contract  for  control  work  so  that  an  operator 
is  now  employed  full-time  on  the  airport.  In  connection  with 
this  problem  I  would  point  out  that  the  type  of  buildings  at 
the  airport  are  only  temporary  and  are  impossible  to  proof  against 
infestation  and  consequently  treatment  is  difficult. 

In  addition  there  were  four  reports  of  rats  on  board 
incoming  aircraft  and  in  one  case  a  dead  rat  was  recovered  after 
the  fumigation  with  Hydrogen  Cyanide.

It  will  be  noted  that  most  drinking  water  is  carried  in 
portable  containers  and  that  the  quality  of  tho~ water* 
in  them  is  generally  far  from  satisfactory. 

These  containers  are  in  the  form  of  Thermos  flasks  and 
are  therefore  interchangeable  with  the  flasks' used  for 
soup,  soft  drinks ,  .doff  ee ,  and  tea,  etc.,  and  in  fact  are  so 
used.  The  procedure  at  present  is  for  all  flasks  to  be  taken 
from  an  aircraft  on  arrival  at  an  airport  and  taken  to  the 
Aircraft  Catering  Section,  where  they  are  washed  by  the 
normal  u washing-up"  combine;  they  then  stand  until  required 
for  service.  flask  may  therefore  be  used  for  any  of 

the  liquids  previously  mentioned. 

in  my  opinion  if  flasks  were  retained  only  for 
drinking  water  and  sterilised  with  chlorine  at  the  end  of 
each  trip  there  would  be  a  considerable  improvement  in  the 
standard  of  aircraft  water  supplies.  An  endeavour  has  been 
made  to  persuade  airline  catering  officers  to  carry  out  this 
routine,  but  without  success. 


CONCLUSION 


It  will  be  obvious  from  my  report  that  considerable  work 
has  been  done  during  the  year  under  review.  Shis  has  only 
been  possible  by  the  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  the  staff  of 
the  deportments  and  I  must  thank  them  for  their  efforts  and  their 
loyalty.
